The  Roman  Forum  was  a  section  of  ancient  Rome, 
which  was  the  center  of  all  public  activities.  In  the 
early  days  of  Rome,  the  Forum  was  merely  an  open 
gathering  place.  As  the  city  grew,  shops  were  built 
about  the  edges,  and  temples  grew  up.  Later  it  was 
reserved  for  legal  and  public  affairs,  and  the  shops 
moved  to  new  places.  The  Emperors  of  Rome  took 
pride  in  ornamenting  the  Forum  with  buildings, 
arches,  and  statuary.  It  became  a  very  impressive 
sight,  with  its  pillared  temples,  gleaming  columns,  and 
shaded  walks.
